Nreeding Faney Youltry,

Broeeding faney poultry is a fascina-
ting seionce, and those who follow it
carefully and nse fair intelligence can
make it a paying iodostry.  The
trouble often 18 that people take it np
withont adequate knowledge of the
work. There is scienoe in all poultry
breeding, but more so in raising fancy
breeds than the ordioary farmyard
fowls, Thero are several points that
the breeder must keep well in mind,
It is shade and feathers that he is
breading for, and not for the qualities
which makes ordinary poultry valu-
able, Without perfect shape und ap-

earanses the fancy birds would be of
ittle wse in a show, and it is for ex.
hibition qualities that he must straio
for. One may iguore the oxhibitions
of poultry when raising the birds for
market, but he cannot do this if fancy
fowls ere his objeots,

iness, one mnst read and study upon
tho subjoct of funoy fowls, Ho must
have the shape of his breeds flrmly
fixed in his mind, Hali the battle de-
pends upon the shape of the bird, By
conforming to the idenl shape oo lays
the foundation for all other snccesses.
No matter how perfect the carrisge or
warkiog of the birds wny be, if the
shape id poor they will nover come up
tﬁ ;m standard set by the exhibito
of fancy breeds, Good shapd general-
ly indicates the vest of the essential

oints, But ngt always, Otherwise
t wonld ne¥er %e neceksary to breed
for carriage and plumage.

A well-shaped fowl will usually
have a good carringe, but occasionally
this can be improved by selecting for
further breeding the birds that are
stately and graceful in their walk and
deportment. Breeding for plumage
is pot the least fascinating part of the
fancier's work. It probnt!y yields
more gennine pleasure than any other
part of the labor, Btarting with birds
of excellent constitution and shape,
it is remarkable what changes can be
made in the markings of the feathers
without in any way desiroying or in-
juring the type. But it takea long
